Washington, March 4.—Siege war- 
fare against the prohibition en- 
forcement act Was inaugurated to- 


day by “wet” members of the 
house. 

Though repulsed 254 to 86 in the 
initial attack, made fn the form of 
a straight-out repeal provision, of- 
fered by Representative Eagan, 
democrat, New Jersey, as a rider to 
the legislative, executive and ju- 


dicial appropriation bill, the anti- 


prohibitionists told the house they 


planned to raise the Issue again 
during consideration of every bill 
that comes up appropriating funds 
for enforcement of the prohibition 
amendment. 

While the “wets” of the house 
'_were making their fight, Attorney 
General Thomas F. McCran, of New 
Jéetsey, filed suit in behalf of his 
state in the supreme court to de- 
clare the amendment unconstitu- 
tional and to prevent federal of- 
ficiats from enforcing it. The 
court, on the motion of Assistant 
Attorney General fFrierson, fixed 
Monday for hearing arguments in 
the original suit filed by Rhode Is- 
land and on the appeals from Ken- 
tucky and Massachusetts decisions 
involving validity of the amend- 
ment. Attorney General McCran 
contended the amendment was not 
properly drawn and that congress 
possessed no power to propose a 
. constitutional amendment regulating 
the habits and morals of the people. 
The enforcement act, passed under 
authority of the amendment, his 

bill Set forth, was therefore null 
and void. 

The move of the house anti-prohi- 
bitionista came unexpectedly during 
consideration of an appropriation of 
$4,500,000 for prohibition enforce- 
ment. After Speaker Gillett had re- 
fused to sustain the point of order 
against the repeal provision raised 
by Representative Garrett, demo- 
crat, Tennessee, the rider and its 
allied motion to eliminate the en- 
forcement appropriation were voted 
down overwhelmingly. 


ATTACK IS MADE 
_BY NEW JERSEY 
ON “DRY” LAW 


Washington, March 4.—The state 
of New Jersey through its attorney 
general, Thomas F. McCran. today 
filed in the United States supreme 
court a suit seeking to have the 
prohibition amendment declared un- 
constitutional and to prevent en- 
forcement of the Volstead act. 

The bill sets forth that the amena- 
ment was improperly drawn, that 
in twenty-one states the legislatures 
have not Patified it as provided by 
their state constitutions and that 
there is no power in congress to 
propose a constitutional amendment 
regulating the habits and morals of 
the people. It recites further a 
the amendment is a legislative a 
not a constitutional matter and that 
as such it was improperly passed.

New York, March 4.—Counsel for 
Grover Cleveland Bergdoll, wealthy 
young Philadelphian, charged with 
desertion from the army in evading 
the draft Jaw, tomorrow will try 
to have him declared a “civilian and 
not a soldier,” and ordered out of 
the jurisdiction of the military au- 
thorities, it was announced today, 
after opening of his court-martial 
on Governor's Island. 

Harry Wefnberger, Bergdoll’s 
counsel, said further he would try 
to show Federal Judge Hand there 
never was a violation of -the draft 
law in Bergdoll’s case, and that 
the action of local board for divi- 
sion 32 in Philadelphia prevented 


eall by “scaring” him and rendering 
him unanswerable, physically and 
mentally, for his acts. 

Precedent for 170,000 Cases. 

Weinberger said Bergdoll’s case 
was important as a precedent for 
170,000 others throughout the coun- 
try in exactly his position, and that 
he would carry the case to the 
United States supreme court if nec- 
essary to procure a civil trial.

| Testimony of Mother. 

Testimony of Mrs. Bergdoll, moth- 
er of the defendant, before the 
board, featured the report. 

Mrs. Bergdoll testified that be- 
tween the age of 16 and 21 her 
son had been allowed $5,000 a year, 
and that he had possessed several 
racing cars and two airplanes, He 
had been_ seriously injured in a 
race on the automobile speedway 
at the World’s Exposition in San 
Francisco and once had fallen from 
his plane. 

She had added her son always 
acted in a rational manner except 
when frightened, but that he had 
a fear of courts and arrest. She 
testified, according to the report, 
that her son was frightened away 
when told that he was going to be 
arrested as a deserter shortly after 
he failed to appear before his draft 
board.

Former Secretary of the 
Treasury Says That Im- 
mediate Action Should 
Be Taken by Congress. 


Washington, March 4.—An imme- 
diate billion dollars reduction. in 
federal taxes was suggested in a 
statement issued here today by Wil- 
liam G. McAdoo, former secretary 
of the treasury. The present .tax 
burden is too great, he said, and is 
“having an injurious effect on busi- 
ness.’ 

Mr, MoAses proposed that collec- 
tion of a tax to establish a sinking 
fund for retirement of the war debt 
which was recommended by former 
Secretary Glass to begin with the 
fiscal yéar “920, be postponed for 
two years, and that the deferred 
payments of European interest be 
funded until Europe is in position 
to pay its interest charges. 

“The financial policies of the na- 
tion as embodied in future cen- 
gressional legislation,” said Mr, Mc- 
Adoo, “should realize the utmost 
economy in expenditure and might 
well fund in long term bonds $1,000,- 
000,000 per annum for two years of 
the amount now raised by taxation. 

Might Be Postponed. 

“Under the laws a tax to establish 
al per cent sinking fund to retire 
bonds now outstanding is to be 
collected beginning with the fiscal 
year 1920. This might well be post- 
poned for at least two years and 
thus reduce the tax burden by 
$250,000,000 annually. There, too, 
is the debt which Europe wwes us 
and which now amounts to about 
ten billion dollars.

Lauds Cotton Body.

The question of an increase in the 
pay of the trolley employees from 
the 1919 scale of 36, 38 and 40 cents 
an hour to 55, 58,and.60 cents per 
hour, had been referred to the ar- 
bitration board by agreement be- 
tween the parties at issue, and 
shortly after the formal session of 
the board convened the announce- 
ment was made that the employees’ 
side of the issue would be presented 
first. 

Before calling for any testimony, 
Edgar Latham, attorney for the un- 
ion, stated that the contentions of 
the men would be pitched upon the 
excessive cost of living, and the 
inability of the men to properly 
look after their families upon the 
present wages. He called W. B. 
Honea, a motorman of the car 
company, and president of the local 
union, to the stand, and after swear- 
ing “the witness, Mr. Latham exam- 
ined him. 

Mr. Honea said that he had been 
with the company since 1910, ex- 
cept during a period of three years, 
and that he had been with the 
company as motorman this time for 
about one year. He _ stated the 
present scale of pay given the men 
of the company, and said that they 
are asking for an increase to a 
maximum of 60 
Mr. Honea said that in addition to 
the motormen and conductors the 


‘road men and barn men are also 


asking for ah increase in p-’ He 
said that the roadway men and 
sh-» men receive from 38 to 40% 
cents per hour. They want 60 cents 
an hur stranght time for a 60-hour 
week, he declared. 

Walk to Work. 

Honea said that the average sal- 
are paid the street car men amount- 
ed to $108 a month, paid semi- 
monthly. He then explained how 
the runs are divided up into early, 
and late, st» ight and tripper runs, 
and said that in some instances the 
men who take out the early cars 
at 3 o’clock a. m., are forced to 
walk to their work. He said 30 
that the majority of the cars of the 
company are open, 
conductors and motormen are con- 
cerned, affording them little pro- 
tection from cold and rain. 

Mr. Honea said that he is ac- 
quainted with the manner of living 
of the street car men, and that they 
usually -heat their homes. with 
grates, using coal, which, he said, 
in his opinion, has ‘increased in price 
25 per cent during the past fourteen 
months. He testified as to the great 
increase in all necessities, and de- 
clared that he knew of nothing 
that had decreased in price during 
the above period. 

With reference to -uniform, Mr. 
Honea said that th® men were 
obliged to buy these themselves, 
Saying that they cost now, accord- 
ing to his information, $33 each, 
against $12.50 in 1912.

by the senate today after their 
Original terms as framed Dy re- 
publican leaders last November had 
been modified to conform to agree- 
ments of the recent bipartisan 
compromise conference. 

One of them, withholding assent 
from the Shantung settlement, was 
changed on motion of the republ- 
can leaders themselves and by 
practically unanimous vote. Con- 
Sideration of the other, however, 
providing that American representa- 
tives in the league of nations be 
chosen by congressional action, 
raised a hitter controversy which 
in the end broke down for ths 
first time since early November the 
solid republican lineup behind the 
republican reservation program.

agreements'-. tentatively reached 
while the negotiations were in 
progress. His declaration immedi- 
ately drew fire from the mild res- 
ervation republicans, Senator Kel- 
logg, of Minnesota, a member of 
that group, asserting he never 
would be bound by his leader’s de- 
cision. It was the mild reserva- 
tionists, who,, a few minutes lateP, 
made possible adoption of the 
Walsh reservation. 

Advice of Wilson Sought.

How Reservation Heads. 


As adopted, the Walsh reservation 
reads: 

“No person is or shall be author- 
ized to represent the United States, 
nor shall any citizen of the United 
States be eligible as a member any 
body or agency established or au- 
thorized by said treaty of peace with 
Germany, except pursuant to an act 
of the congress of the United States, 
providing for his appointment and 
defining his powers and duties.” 

In the original draft the language 
“congress will provide by law” had 
been used, and it was the omission

SENATOR LODGE

Washington, March 4.—Senator 
Henry Cabot Lodge this after- 
noon lost both his temper and 
the support of mild reservation 
republicans. The result was “a 
crossfire of personal exchanges and 
the adoption, with the aid of 8 repub- 
lican votes, of a substitute for the 
Eodge reservation relating to the 
manner of appointment and defini- 
tion of American representatives on 
administrative bodies ceated by the 
treaty and the league of nations. 

The real effect of the family row 
among the republicans could not be 
ascertained tonight. Senators were 
decidedly agitated as they left the 
capitol The mild reservationists 
held animated conferences on the 
floor just before adjournment. Sen- 
ator Frank B. Kellogg, republican, 
of Minnesota, replying to a sharp 
shaft flung at him by Senator Wil- 
liam E. Borah, of Idaho, in effect 
confirmed the gossip of the senate 
lobbies that the “mild reservation- 
ists’ were drafting compromise 
reservations on Article 10 with a 
view to breaking the deadlock and 
bringing about ratification.

Strong Feeling Shown. 


There was no mistaking the depth 
of feeling among republican’ sen- 
ators. The mild reservationists who 
want the treaty ratified were open- 
ly exercised over Mr. Lodge’s re- 
nouncement of further efforts to 
modify the Lodge reservations. The 
senator from Massachusetts faces a 
severe test of his admitted powers 
of leadership to prevent the mild 
reservationists taking a step that 
might so alter the Article X. reser- 
vation as to force 36 republican sen- 
ators to carry out their threat to 
block ratification, and thereby en- 
able the democratic party, to go to 
the country on the issue that the 
republicans and not the Wilson ad- 
ministration prevented ratification. 

The session of the senate was 
stormy. Party differences which 
threatened discord among the dem- 
ocrats, moved across the aisle and 
spread confusion among the repub- 
licans. Mr. Lodge was taunted by 
the republican irreconcilables. He 
took sueh Wigorous exception to 
some of the personal criticism as to 
be led into statements which, it was 
believed, he would not have made 
under other circumstances. 

Mr. Lodge displeased the reserva- 
tion republicans by renouncing all 
further interest in compromising 
differences over the wording of res- 
ervations so as to make them ac- 
ceptable to democrats. He served 
notice he would not offer anv more 
of the changes proposed by the bi- 
partisan conference committee._ of 
which he was a member. Mr. Kel- 
logg, his face flushed, jumped to his, 
feet and declared he would offer the 
changes suggested by the * bipar- 
tisan conferees, of whith he was 
one. 

Lodge and Williams Clash.

Walsh, democrat, of Montana, then 
offered it, when senators on both 
sides insisted there should be a 
vote. Senator James A. Reed, of 
Missouri, undertook to amend it, 
but subsequently withdrew his mo- 
tion. The. .vote was 37 to 32 for 
adoption of the substitute. This was 
the first modification of the origi- 
nal Lodge reservations made in 
spite._of his opposition to a change.

ADRIATIC REPLY 
SENT BY WILSON 


Contents Not Disclosed 
by State Department. 
Door Seems Open for 
an Amicable Under- 
standing. 


Washington, March 4.—President 
Wilson’s rejoinder to the last note 
of the French and British premiers 
on the Adriatic situation was dis- 
patched to Europe tonight. Its con- 
tents were not disclosed by the state 
department. 


In preparing hig answer, 
dent Wilson had before him the 
proposal of the premiers that the 
United States join in seeking a 
settlement of the Adriatic problem 
through direct negotiations between 
Italy and Jugo-Slavia. 

Text for Proposal. 

The text for their proposal was 
taken from a statement in Mr. Wil- 
son’s previous communication that 
the United States would “of course” 
not oppose any agreement “mutually 
agreeable to Italy and Jugo-Slavia” 
as to frontiers, providing it was not 
on the basis “of compensation else- 
Where at the expense of nationals 
of a third power.” 
_The president was invited to par- 
ticipate in a joint proposal to Italy 
and Jugo-Slavia to this effect, and 
what answer he has made was not 
revealed. It was noted, however, 
the -summary of the premiers’ note 
cabled from London showed even 
should such efforts bring no results. 
further triangular discussions be- 
tween Great Britain, France and the 
United States in search of a way

out of the difficulty were agreed to 
in advance. Only after such pro-

It wa;3 
suggested this arrangements might 
forecast the re-opening of efforts to 
adjust the Adriatic dispute. Some 
officials, also, were inclined to the 
opinion Jugo-Slavia would welcome 
direct negotiations with Italy un- 
der the circumstances, whether the 
United States Was a party to a pro- 
posal from the council to that ef- 
fect or not. 

In any event, it Was again noted, 
the prompt action of the premiers 
in withdrawing the settlement pro- 
posals to which Mr. Wilson objected 
and the dual period of possible ne- 
gotiations to which they pointed in 
their last note appeared to have 
left the door wide open for an 
amicable understanding, howeve:
